bidding the sale or use of milk unless 
it comes from tuberculin tested cows 
or unless it has been properly pas- 
teurized.

The paper by the New York philan- 


thropist was presented by Dr. Arthur 
Randolph Green, medical director of 
the Straus pasteurized milk work and.

MARTIAL LAW DECLARED 


Supposed Leader of Colombian Revo- 


lution Disavows Cause. 


Bogota. Colombia. July 8.—A por- 


tion of tbe army stationed at Barran- 
ouilla took up arms against the Co- 
lombian government, made prisoners 
of tbe municipal authorities and pro- 
claimed Gonzales Valencia as presi- 
d»nt. General Jorge Holguin. who is 
acting president in the absence or 
General Rafa»l Reyes, was strongly 
denounced, and the gendarmes were 
drnen out of the city.

Senator Bailey moved his income 


tax amendment as a substitute for 
th« finance committee's provision 
and without debate a vote was taken 
upon it, and it was rejected by a ma- 
jority of 19, the ballot standing 23 
to 47. 


With the corporation tax provision 


thus securely established as a part 
of the tariff bill, there was Consider- 
able effort to amend it, and in one 
notable case this effort, was success- 
ful. 
Senator Clapp of Minnesota has 


been a severe critic of the provision 
ever since its introduction, because 
it excluded "holding" companies. He 
renewed his criticism and was sup- 
ported in his views by other sena- 
tors. The altimate result was the 
acceptance by Senator Aldrich of an 
amendment by Mr. Clapp striking out 
the exemption, of such companies. 


Next to the income tax. the discus- 


sion of the customs court was the big 
-feature of the session. The court was 
attacked as in the interest of the 
cities in which it would sit. and the 
government, and as opposed to the 
interests of the importers- 


Senator Clapp intimated that the 


court would owe its origin largely to 
the places where its sessions would 
be held; Senator Borah asserted thai 
'it was an impeachment of the "pres- 
'ent judiciary, and Senator Cummins 
expressed je opinion that the court 
would be unconsciously influenced to 
decide ia favor of the government, no 
matter what the circumstances of a 
given case might be. 


The work of the day began with 


the adoption oy the senate of amend- 
ments reported by the committee of 
the whole, with the exceptioa of a 
number which were reserved by 
senators for the purpose of suggest- 
ing the amendments. 


Adopt Committee Amendments. 
The only objection to the whole- 


sale ratification of the committee's 
work was by Senator LaFollette, who 
indicated a disposition to ask to have 
the whole bill held up until ^.e could 
go through the measure and select 
the provisions to which he desired to 
offer amendments. He was, however, 
persuaded to desist from this course 
upon the assurance that be would 
not be deprived of any opportunity to 
urge the modification of any given 
provision. 


The reserved amendment were 


presented in order, and one went 
down after another before the on- 
slaughts of the thoroughly organized 
finance committee. In a few cases 
changes were made, but only with 
tbe assent of the committee. Senator 
Bulkeley thus obtained a reduction 
of the duty on cheap watch dials, and 
the committee also permitted a pro- 
vision for tbe free admission of ma- 
chines used for the spreading of tar 
and oil on tbe streets and roads.
